to End War 


Washington, D. C., April 4.—[Spe- 
cial.]—It is now possible to outline the 
course the administration plans to pur- 
sue In terminating the state of war with 
Germany and dealing with world peace 
questions. This course may be sum- 
marized thus: 

1. Complete rejection of the Ver- 
sailles peace treaty, including the 
league covenant. 


2. Adoption of the Knox resolution 
declari peace. 


3. N tion of a separate treaty 


and other questions growing out of 
the war. 
To Whom It May Concern: 

4. Declaration in the Knox resolu- 
tion of American intention to co 
operate with our chief co-belligerents 
for mutual defense if the peace of Eu- 
rope should be threatened by any pow- 
er or combination of powers. 

5. Adoption of a separate resolution 
declaring that the United States stands 
with the allied powers in holding Ger- 
many responsible for the war and 
bound to make reparation to the full 
extent of its ability. 

6. Negotiation with Great Britain 
and Japan of an agreement for the re- 
duction of naval armament. 

_ 7. Submiss‘on to the other powers of 
Suggestions as to the association of 
nations for the promotion of world 
peace which the United States would 
be willing to join in conformity with 
its traditional policy of non-entan- 
glement in the affairs of Europe and 
of preservaticn of independence of ac- 
tion. 

Peace at an Early Date. 

Following a series of extended con- 
ferences between President Harding, 
Senator Knox, Senator Lodge, Rene 
Viviani, envoy extraordinary of the 
French government, and others, it has 
become definitely settled that the Knox 
peace resolution will be introduced in 
the senate immediately upon the re- 
{eonvening of congress and will be 
pushed to a vote at the earliest possi- 
ble date. 

The resolution will be amended in 
one important particular. There will 
be a new section added to serve notice 
upon the world that the United States 
stands ready to fight whenever in the 
judgment of thi, government the civ- 
{lization of the world is imperiled. 

Warning to Potential Kaisers. 

This new section will read: 

“That, finally, it shall be the de- 
clared policy of our government, in 
order to meet fully and fairly our obli- 
gations to ourselves and to the world, 
that the freedom and peace of Europe 
being again threatened by any power 
or combination of powers, the United 
States will regard such situation with 
grave concern as a menace to its own 
peace and freedom, will consult With 
other powers affected, with a view to 
devising méans for the removal of 
such menace, and will, the necessity 
arising in the future, carry out the 
same complete accord and codéperation: 
with our chief co-belligerents for the 
defense of civilization.”

Goodman’s Confession. 

Goodman told his story to First As- 
sistant State’s Attorney John Tyrell, 
Assistant Prosggutor James E. Mc- 
Shane, and Chief Investigator Benja- 
min Newmark. 

“ Six years ago,” he said, “my wife 
became ill and was sent to a hospital. 
I was broke and desperate. I noticed 
that some of my salesmen were getting 
away with small amounts of money 
on credit slips. I then evolved the 
scheme for which I am now under ar- 
rest. 

“The idea was simply this: I made 
arrangements with certain salesmen to 
turn in their collections to me. In- 
stead of posting them on the ledger 
and cash book—where the ‘cashier 
would see them-—I withheld the money, 
splitting it with the salesmen. 

“I would then doctor my books to 
square everything. There were only 
certain accounts we would monkey 
with. We made an average of about 
$2,000 a month.” 

Scheme Works for Six Years. 

For six years everything went well. 
A few weeks ago police dug up an 
abandoned automobile from the Chica- 
go river. Investigators traced it to 
Goodman. He was arrested and placed 
on probation. The grocery house 
heard of it and Goodman was sum- 
marily discharged jast Saturday. 

His books had not been “ doctored” 
for several weeks. He knew exposure 
faced him. He wrote a letter to Miss 
Suhring in which he revealed the 
thefts.

“It has been asserted that Germany 
is reluctant to recognize her obligation 
to make reparations. This is not cor- 
rect. 


Realize They Should Pay. 

“It is entirely clear not only to the 
government of Germany but to the 
German people also that Germany must 
make reparation to the limit of her 
ability to pay. This realization on the 
part of Germany will not be altered in 
any way by any changes which may 
take place -in the internal politics of 
the country. All responsible groups, 
particularly the workmen, of Germany 
are imbued with the determination to 
do all that lies in their power to help in 
reconstructing the regions which have 
been devastated. Fundamental to this 
determination is the sober conviction 


Germany that an early removal of all 
traces of the devastation caused in 
France is to the best interest of Ger- 
many. It is the consensus of opinion 
also that the proposals made by Ger- 
many in regard to reparation must con- 
gider fully the financial necessities of 
the allied and associated governments 
and particularly of France. 


Primary Considerations. 


“In view of the foregoing two con- 
siderations in regard to reparations pre- 
sent themselves, both of which are of 
importance. These considerations are, 
first, the matter of the rehabilitation of 
the devastated regions, and, second, the 
immediate establishment by Germany 
of an actual sum of cash. money, in 
foreign exchange, of important propor- 
tions. 

“In addressing ourselves to the first 
particular—namely: the rehabilitation 
of the devastated regions—certain facts 
are at once apparent. For four years 
ten of the eighty-six departments of 
France served as the theater of the war 
and sustained the severest blows of the 
confiict. In these ten departments a 
number of cities, towns, and villages 
. are either partly or entirely destroyed 
| @nd@d wide stretches of fertile farming 
’ Jands were laid waste. Only a little has 
been accomplished toward the rebuild- 
ing of homes, the reoccupation and the 
recultivation of the land in the two 
years that have elapsed since the end- 
ing cf the war. For the immediate 
rehabilitation of these devastated re 


gions Germany has repeatedly prof- 
fered iabor, technical advice, and ma- 
terial assistance. These offers have not 
been. accepted nor have they even 
reached the point of diplomatic ex- 
change. The reasonis not far to seek. 


Accuses France of Politics. 

“Peculiar though it may seem, there 
existg in France only a limited degree 
ef concern for the rehabilitation of the 
devastated regions. Advanced indem-

PARADOXES OF 


TUBERCULOSIS. 
NE reason for the marked decrease 
in consumption during the last 
twenty years is the common 
knowledge of the disease. The 
man who does not know something about 
it, how to prevent it, what symptoms 
cause one to suspect it, and the advan- 
tage of open air treatment is unusual. 
When any one announces a magic cure 
for consumption, as happens about once 


wide is the interest in the subject. 


Dr. B. O. Otis makes a few suggestions 
for those who consider themselves posted 
on consumption. In his opinion some of 
their knowledge is not well founded. A 
common idea is that the bubbling sou 
known as rales heard on listening closely 
to the chest of a consumptive means the 
disease is active. Consumptives think 


the disease is not arrested so long as 


any rales can be heard in the chest. Dr. 
Otis says rales may be heard in some 
chests for years after the disease has 
healed. An arrested case is not justified 
in thinking his disease has flared up 
again merely because rales reappear. 


the most valuable signs both of the pres- 
ence and progress of consumption, but he 
also thinks many convalescents have 
been too much disturbed over them. 

Certainly one of the most valuabis 
signs of consumption is the appearance of 
tubercle bacilli in the sputum. Finding 
them, there has settled many a dispute 
over diagnosis. They mean that the dis- 
ease has become rather well advanced. 

Furthermore, they mean that the sub- 
ject is a source of some danger to his 
surroundings. Yet even this well known 
old lightship does not always tell the 
exact truth. Some people continue to 
throw off tubercle bacilli after the dis- 
ease has ceased to be active. A diph- 
theria carrier is one who continues to 
throw off diphtheria bacilli after he has 
been cured of the disease. A tubercu- 
losis carrier is one who is throwing off 
tubercle bacilli in his sputum, but in 
whom the disease is not active. 

Another somewhat erroneous belief re- 
lates to the efficacy of climate. Dr. Otis 
says there is no greater misconception 
than that open air is all that is needed 
for the cure of consumption. Tubercu- 
losis can be cured in any climate. Cli- 
mate is of aid in the cure. So is life in 
the open air. But worry, financial care, 
homesickness, work, fatigue, poor food, 
lack of home surroundings, lack of medi- 
cal control, lack of nursing service, any 
or all of these can more than offset the 
advantages of open air or climate.

T is a simple matter to keep records 
of chickens if you begin early 
enough and use a simple and prac- 
tical system. 

Hatching season is the time to 
begin with the records. One of the 
simplest systems is to mark the eggs 
MEE before they hatch. Mark each with the 
edi number of the pen and the number of | 
the hen. Always put the number on! 
the small end of the egg, where it will | 
not be destroyed in the hatching proc- 
ess. The eggs crack open laterally. 


| Since the chicks become mixed when 
|they hatch, it is necessary to keep the | 
eggs separated. A cheap and practical 
way is to;tie each egg in a sock of 
mosquito bar on the eighteenth day. 
AS soon as the hatch is complete | 
‘place a numbered pigeon band on each 
chick's right leg. This number, with | 
‘the full pedigree and other information, | 
/may be transferred to a permanent rec- | 
ord bdok. 
The band is too small to be left on | 
| the chick’s shank indefinitely, and after | 
a few weeks it must be transferred to 
the web of the wing.
